New York 
and its Missouri ally were beaten in their ef- 
forts to locate the Fair oa the seacoast.. Chi- 
cago won a square fight. Now these two 
cities have again uvited their forces to pre- 
veht if possible the holding of the Fair at 
all. If this is not possibie, to delay action 
and hedge Chicago with conditions which 
would make a successful exposition out of 
the question. Theré wilt have to besome more 


_knoek-down fighting before the Lake City 


can enjoy tne fruits of ite victory. 

The lilinois members and their colleagues 
from other States who stood with them wel- 
come the struggie. They know that pubiic 
sentiment is at tneir back, and that the more 
the dog-in-the-manger policy of New York 
and St. Louis is ventilated the stronger will 
be the reaction in favor of Chicago. Today’s 
meeting of the committee showed clearly 
that the only plan which is worth a cent is 
to. take the opposition by the throat and 
shake it till the nonsense is stopped. The 
committee now stands 5 to 4 for decenc 
and fairness, and théeré is not much likeli- 
hood that this position will be ¢hanged. The 
obstructionists if necessary will be left to 
make a minority report and carry the issue 
into the House. Nothme wili suit the 
friends of Chicago better. Their bill is a 
model one, and they have no fears of its full 
discussion by the House. But they cannot 
afford to let the measure be kicked to death 
in committec. , 

HEROIC ACTION NECESSARY. 

Two days have now been taken up in com- 
mittee without making béeadWay, and Chair- 
man Candler bimself is getting worked up 
to the point where he may agree to take the 
heroic course demanded by the emergency 
and at next Monday’s meeting put the bill 
through with leave for the minority to file a 
dissenting report. Otherwise the opposi- 
tion will take up weeks snarling in the com- 
mittee. As was shown this afternood, they 
will try to pick to pieces every section of the 
bill.

The first assault 
of the malcontents was made by Hatch, 
who Wanted to strike out of the first 
section the word “inaugurated” and icsert 
the world “held.” He made a long speech, 
in whieh he vehemently asserted that when 
the House selected Chicago as the site it was 
distinctly understood that the Fair was to be 
held in 1892, and the bill should be made to 
conform to that uaderstanaing. This precip- 
itated @ hot discussion, in Which all the mem- 
bers took part, Belden and Flower reiterat- 
ing and amplifying the remarks of Hatch 
ahd ingidentaily belittling “the good faitn of 
Chicago. Springer and Hitt replied with 
spirit and Chairman Candlér tried to smooth 
the troubled. waters. Upon the particnu- 
lar point at issue Sprmger and Hitt 
said the declaration that the 
Fair shall he ‘** inaugurated ” in. 
1802 was proper at that pointin the bill un- 
less it Was intended that the Fair shall open 
and close in 1882. They pointed out the fact 
that the word “inaugurated’’ was used at 
that very pointin the New York bill, end 
argued that the proper place to fix the date 
for opening and closing the Fair was in the 
eightb section, which leaves it blank. Hatch 
was Obatreperous and Belden unreasonable, 
whilé Flower seemed to méekty follew bel- 
den wherever he chosé to leaa. After an 
hour’s talk on this one amendmént it was re-

HATCH WAS BUFFY.

CHICAGO’S GUARANTEE GOOD. 

The question was immediately raiged as to 
what kind .of secufity was meant, and 
Springer insisted tnap the nature of the 
security desired should be stated in writ- 
ing, otherwise when Cb offered security 
the opposition might again say that some 
other Kind was wanted.

DISCOURAGING FLOOD REPORTS. 


Memphis Preparisg for a Long Siege—The 
Situation Elsewhere. 

St. Lovuts, Mo., March 15.—[Special.]—Re- 
ports from the flood threatened districts 
show that a feeling of the most intense anx- 
rety contmues to be felt, aggravated toa 
large degree by tne prediction sent out by 
the Weather Bureau from Washington. 
Every city or landing on tne river hasa 
mark measuring the highest water ever 
known at those points, but all of thess marks 
were not made in one year. Nor were any 
large numberof them made at the same 
time. The highest water at Cairo was in 
1888. The highest water a Paducah, 50 miles 
away, Was made in 1884 -Memphis got its 
highest record in 1882, and New Orieaas re- 
members 1856 as the time of its highest flood. 
Nearly every other place has a different 
year for its highest water. 

But the prospect now is that all of these 
marks will be overcome by the flood of 1890. 
That is the remarkable feature of this flood. 
From Cairo south there are not a dozen 
places with a mark above the present stage. 

At Memphis the entire population is 
alarmed at the outiook, and the women, the 
children, and the infirm have been removed 
to the elevated digtricts, where tents have 
been called into use lo supplement the houses 
whica were uot roomy enough to accom- 
modate ali. In fact, the hill has been con- 
verted into a huge hospital ana asylum and 
the ground is literaliy heaped with mérchan- 
dise. Many of the ladies have been 
aiding in the work, and Miss Carrie Parker, a 
beautiful society giri, fas aided dozens of 
sick, weakly peopie to a place of safety. 

Preparations are being made for a long 
siege. Below Memphis the outlook is.gloomy 
in the extreme. Tune fraji levees stili stand 
to their work, but the awfui strain is 
ning to tell upon them perceptibly, as it is aot 
believed by tne Mostsanguine that they can. 
hola out for any considerable length of time.

Vigor of imagination is the quality which, 
above all others, distinguishes the true artist 
from the rest of mankind. Many a youth takes 


r a given expenditure 
of brains than the legal or the -medical. The 
productions of such minds have their place in 
the great scheme of things, perhaps; they suffice 
to amuse for @ time the working-day worid be- 
fore it turns to some newer fashion; but they.are 
notart. The guardians of young ambition should 
realize that mothing is .more common than 
facility, and dothing more rare than that high 
imaginative fervor which the true artist must 
possess, It often happéns that a mind thus finely 
endowed conquers the techniques of his chosen 
artonly by slow and painful processes, learns only 
with infinite labor to. express the truth that is in 
him, and would | Worlds for the dexterity 
with. whieh his uninspited neighbor dashes off 
his impotent productions. Yet he has that 
divine creative energy which will not be baffed, 
which conquers all difficulties and speaks out its 
message to the world. But of what use is facility 
if there be no message? Of what use is a-fault- 
less technique M .such proficiency has nothing to 
express? 

Art is not bounded by any theory. Its domain 
is broad and its sympathies generously catholic. 
It does not reject the real any more than the 
fanciful, provided it ig inspired and vitalized by 
imagination. Such students of humanity as 
Rembrandt or Toistol give: us men and women 
exactly as they are, yet these artists reveal not 
merely their superficial eccentricities, but their 
souls as well, expending in their portraiture an 
imaginative wealth which makes them live for 
us forever. But truth may.often be more em- 
phatically expressed by a metaphor tnan bya 
statement of fact, Each artistic vocation is a 
little different from ali others, and if @ poet as- 
cends into the clouds and sings at the very gates 
of Heaven, if a painter ecstatically dreams of 
colors more Deautiful that earth has ever 
known, we must not stultify our souls 
by demanding that the one shall soar no more 
ang the other dream no more. If we cannot 
love the songs and the visions the blame is ours; 
manifestly our souls are heavily weighted with 
materialism, 

ae. 

In contemplating the three fpictures at the in- 
stitute whiehbare the text of these remarks, 
many persons indulge in sweeping condemnation 
of the artists when they ought rather to con- 
demn their own lack of insight. They pronounce 
Michetti’s strange, glad oreatures unreal, and 
deciare that Purvis de Chavanne’s coloring and 
Holman Hurit’s perspective never existed in 
hature, thinking that tliey bave thus disposed of 
artistic pretenders. As a matter of fact these 
points have. nothing to do with the question at 
all, Of course, Michetti’s ecstatic ehildren . 
of sunlight are not literal types of 
our earthly race; they are creatures 
far more exquisite and joyous.. The great decora- 
tive painter has conventionalized color; be has 
thereby revealed to us, without the sacrifice of 
architectural and proportional values, a kingdom 
of ideal serenity and beauty. He knows how to 
use color so as to produce this effect of peace 
and high poetic rapture, andin so using it he 
attains absolute truth. The most nobly inspired 
realism is not truer than this vision of an unreal 
world—this eternally green paradise in which 
the wreathed daughters of the gods live immortal 
lives ,f heavenly contemplation. A restful 
spirit of revery dwells in this sacred grove; ell 
thé noises and harsh diseords of the world are 
hushed along the golden river. Its geutieness and 
leisure. and repose are as soothing to modern 
restlesness as Greek hexameters or the somber 
silence of sotmme vast old chusch. The painter 
knows how to translate into color and form an 
exalted mood of the human soul; the strange- 
ness of tone in the landscape, the quaintnuess of 
pose in the figures, assist in. the impression he 
desires to couvey,end neither could be more 
realistic without detracting from the mood of 
high conte mplative serenity which the picture so 
delicately inspires, The artist perceives ethereal 
harmonies, and makes them real for our less 
delicate senses. His imagination explores lands 
divinely ‘beautiful and peaceful; and will the 
world complain because. he chooses to reveai 
weir loveliness instead of clinging to tne com- 
mon earth?

Americans ‘can no longer be induced to buy 
spurious and. second-class old masters, but their 
interest in genuine and notabie examples of the 
work of the great men of the past increases from 
year to year. Good examples of the Dutch mas- 
ters, being oftener in the possession of private 
persons than works of the other schools, are more 
accessibie to American collectors, who have 
availed themselves of several recent opportuni- 
of purchasing them. Rembrandt, especially, is 
now creditably represented in this country, sev- 
eral of his"best portraits being on this side of the 
ocean. Cottier & Co. of New York have recently 
added three to the number of these, one being a 
portrait of the artist himeeif and the other two 
those of Dr. Tulp and his wife, if the éonclusions 
of the experts may be accepted. It will be re- 
membered that the “Portrait of-a Man,”’ now 
owned by J. W. Elisworth of this city, was 
called by the former. owner a ‘Portrait of Dr. 
Tulp.” and that its identity with the doctor is 
now denied. The Tulp portraits are pronounced 
strong examples of the master’s carly painstak- 
ing manger, while. the portrait of himself is 
painted with @ freedom and bolinéss character- 
istic of a later period, a4lthough certain experts 
date it as early as 1535.

“The Angelus’. provés so attractive to the 
public that its owners have arranged to exhibit it 
longer in Chicago. The interest taken in this 
picture here is said to be unprecedented in the 
history of art exhibitions. Since it was hung in 
the Exposition Building the attendance has never 
falien below 750 a day and bas often. passed 3,000. 
The New York TZridwne sagaciously remarks 
that this picture and the Verestchagin collection 
must make a curious cotabination, but the paper 
isin error in pitying us because of the “ bare, 
plastered wails” of the “dreary Exposition 
Building.” Evidently the critic Lnows not bow 
effectually the walis are put out of sight by 
countiess yards of red hangings and oriental 
rugs. Bare, plastered walisas@ background for 
Millet’s little masterpiece would be an unspeak- 
able relief, however, after that gorgeous array 
of scariet plush.
